bullet embedded in a door pa- 
nel.

Charles Manson, the convicted 
mass murderer, and is now 
in private practice representing 
parties calling for a comp'ete 
reopening of the assassination 
investigation, said that Mr.-Di 
Pierro’s statement indicated 


were in the Ambassador the 
evening Mr. Kennedv was 
killed had told him they ob- 
served a hole in another door- 
jamb that appeared to have 
a bullet lodged in it. 

A panel of seven independent 
experts who refired Mr. Slr- 
han’s weapon • reported last 
month that on the basis of 
examination of bullets there 
was no evidence to support 
a theory that a second gun 
had been fired. 

The experts also said, howev- 
er, that there was no positive 
proof on the basis of firearms 
tests that the bullets that killed 
Mr. Kennedy and wounded five 
other persons had come from 
Mr. Sirhan's gun.
